They ought 
to use it as food. Ifthe body has no food, it dies. 


If the soul has not the Bible it will starve to | 


death, The Bible is the weapon for Christ’s sol- 
diers. What are soldiers good for without weap- 
ons? Money is a great thing in this world. 


Rich men can buy whatever food they want, as 
costly clothing as they please; if they want to go 
anywhere they can go—up into the sky or down 
into the sea. The Bible is the soul’s money. If 
men have: soul-riches—humility, kindness, perfect 
disposition—they get them from the Bible. You 
get good cash here. You don’t find three hun- 
dred bad cash in one thousand, but every one is 
good. If you could get a medicine that would 
cure all diseases, you would have it always in 
your house, and at your side. So you ought al- 
ways to have the Bible with you, and to respect 
it. I sometimes see a Bible with the covers off. 
They ought to be carefully preserved. If a poor 
man wants money you might open your mouth 
and talk till your throat was dry and it wouldn’t 
do him as much good as a single cash. If you 
only have a stray page or two you ought to take 
care of it. It may have enough in it to save a soul. 

“God is the Creator and Ruler of all. “He has 
aright to command us. This Bible contains his 
commandments. Now, we eat God’s rice, and 
we ought to do what he tells us. He feeds us as 
long as we live. A son who won’t receive his fa- 
ther’s commands is unfilial. A man who rejects 
the Bible is the same. Can we reject it or not, as 
we please? Can an apprentice take away his em- 
ployer’s money? Can an officer steal the empe- 
ror’s money, and be blameless? No more can we 
refuse to God the duty, we owe him. If a house- 
hold has no government, ‘it is a bad household. 
A knowledge of God’s commands 1s brought to us 
by the Bible Society. We ought to pray for it, 
and hereafter we must begin to help it. The 
emperor’s will is made known by messengers. 
We must be messengers for God, and haye no 
right to withhold his message from the people.

Dr. Trumbull says: “ Recently, a man who had 
believed almost nothing and led a reckless life, 
a native, was induced to peruse some tracts that 
I had printed about praying to dead saints; yet 
it was not till he began fo read a Bible that his 
heart was affected in favour of the truth. Then, 
however, he yielded and has since become a com- 
municant in the native Protestant congregation.”

THE BIBLE IN SPAIN. 


“ A gentleman who is sustained by one of our 
city churches as a distributer of Bibles in 
Spain writes from Barcelona: “ During the Christ- 
mas festivals, my tent’ was pitched by permission 
of the authorities on the large square in front of 
the City Hall of this city. On the dome and on 
the sides of the tent were a large number of suita- 
ble texts. These were a great attraction, thous- 
ands stopped to read them, and then came for- 
ward to buy and read for themselves what these 
things meant. I cannot describe the excitement 
aroused in the city, this being the first public 
testimony given here for the word of God for 
generations. I was obliged to call six brethren 
to aid me to supply the outstretched hands. In 
those two and a half days we sold (at _a nominal 
price) sixty thousand copies, Bibles, Testaments 
and portions. Go into what part of the city you 
please for days after and you would find persons 
engaged reading the Scriptures. 

Of course the enemy could not let us pass with- 
out a shew of his power, so next day we began 
to feel somewhat of their strength in the form of 
stones, tomatoes, old shoes, ect., some thrown 
* from balconies, some from crowds, and as night 
came on an assault was made on the tent. A 
number of men formed at the corner of the street, 
and at a given sign rushed first at a guard who 
was placed there to ‘keep the boys away.’ . The 
people ran screaming, Just as one was dealing 
a blow at the head of the guard, two detectives 
arrived in season to save him and arrest the chief 
and four others, the chief proved to be the 
Sacristan of the Cathedral. One man rushed at 
me, but some friends were near and through God’s 
y we were saved. This attack did us good. 


ves gave him the whole history. Since 


governor sent down his secretary, and 


governor has been very kind to me, 


granting me liberties which seem for the further- 
ance of the Gospel. 

I have engaged a blind man, who can see Jesus, 
and delights to speak his words, to go, conduct- 
ed by another godly young man, through the 
city and in the chief promenade with a Bible 
Cart. It is so constructed that the Scriptures can 
be read as placed in a glass case inside, This at- 
tracts crowds around him whereyer he goes. He 
sometimes plays on his guitar some of the sweet 
songs of Zion, such as “There is a fountain,” etc., 
“There is a life,” etc., and then offers the hymns for 
sale. Most affecting it is to see him hold up a 
Bible and tell the people, “ that Book is the whole 
word of God without note or comment of false 
teachers, and is sold at a price within the reach of 
the poorest among you.’’ A happy smile is always 
on his face, and his poor sightless eyeballs turned 
toward heaven prevents all opposition. I found 
no other agency so fitted to go into the places he 
so cheerfully visits. Yesterday he sold 170 Bibles 
and portions. This is his average sale. As fine 
weather comes on he will sell more. 

Now is the time to work in this land. The 
door isopen. Hundreds of thousands are waiting 
for the word of Life. The Bibles you forwarded 
are all gone.-—H. C. H. 


A MOHAMMEDAN BAPTIZED IN PERSIA. 
FROM THE AGENT IN THE LEVANT. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, March ], 1870. 


DAR Str :—Recent letters from Persia speak of 
the baptism of a Mohammedan in one of the cities 
in the heart of that empire. Very few particulars 
are given. We know, however, that he was one of 
those whom our colporteurs met in the early part 
of 1868, as they passed on their Bible tour through 
the districts of Hamadan, Teheran, and Ispahan. 

Besides the general interest that must attach to 
this first baptism in Persia of a convert from Is- 
lam, it has special interest in connection with our 
Bible work. So far as the colporteurs learned 
from him, his first knowledge of Christ was almost 
wholly from his study of a borrowed copy of the 
New Testament. No missionary had seen him. 
No native Christian had given him instruction; 
but “The word of God was quick and powerful.” 
By the diligent study of that word alone without 
note or comment, and without even the practical 
exemplification of its principles before him, he was 
persuaded of the truth of the religion inculcated 
by Christ. From that time, it would seem, the 
demands of Islamism upon him were more or less 
disregarded; but to publicly disown the religion 
of his fathers and embrace a new faith was not an 
easy thing in the heart of such an empire as Per- 
sia. Prompted by his new convictions he sought 
those who receive the Scriptures as from God, 
that he might from them learn more fully of this 
way so new to him. Among the Jews he formed 
acquaintance with the teachings of Moses and the 
prophets, but no knowledge of the Messiah of the 
New Testament, Conyersing with the priests and 
bishops of the Armenian church, he found them 
more ignorant even than himself of the wonderful 
God-man of the Gospel. ‘The Papists, too, gave 


him no help in his search after a Christian life 


based upon the doctrines of the cross, Neither 
among Jews, Armenians, nor Papists, did he find 
that feligion which accords with the word of God. 
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Wher, therefore, the two colporteurs from Oroo- 
miah visited the city where his home was, holding 
up the word of Life for the reception of all, they 
attracted his attention and that of his friends. 
Seeking them in their resting place, in one of the 
khans of the city, he found them men of prager, 
men of the New Testament. In their report sent 
you September 4th, 1868, speaking of this man 
and his friends the colporteurs say: “Our conver- 
sations with them were prolonged and interesting. 
Together we read the New Testament. We pray- 
ed with them, and they seem cordially to accept 
the Gospel as we are able to explain it to them. 
They are well read in the Scriptures and are in- 
telligent men, fully persuaded that their own reli- 
gion is false.” One of these Mussulmans is a man 
of learning, and has indoctrinated many in his 
own belief in the Gospel, some of whom were sub- 
sequently baptized in India. He himself desired 
baptism that he might be numbered among the 
people of God. Let us hope and pray that this 
brother may be protected from the violence of all 
who oppose the spread of divine truth in that 
dark land, and that through his instrumentality 
many other sons of Islam may find the way of life 
through Jesus Christ our Lord,

THE BIBLE IN EGYPT, 

A good deal is being done in scattering the 
Bible in Egypt. In the journal of a book distrib- 
uter in Upper Egypt, who is supplied with Bibles 
for distribution with his other books and tracts we 
have some pleasing illustrations of this remark. 
All through his journal, a portion of which has 
been sent us by the Agent in the Levant, are in- 
stances of his success in disposing of the Bible. 
We select the following as a specimen of his work: 

Thursday, Oct. 29th, 1868.—To day we were in 
the forenoon in Erd Aseyeh, on the east of the 
Nile, and sold some books of the London press, 


Here there is a school of eighteen scholars and a 


blind teacher, but his mouth was not so full of re- 


viling as the one at Aswan. In the afternoon I 
read in the Bible about the Lamb of God who 


taketh away the sins of the world to some weavers 
and peasants. They listened to the word thank- 


fully, and one, Muawad Mukuddis, purchased a 


large Bible of the Beirut press with references, — 
_ Friday, Oct. 30th.—We went to Edfu, on the 
west of the Nile, and sold a few books. The 
said that the gentleman who had been there be- 
fore had sold the books cheaper, and gave them 
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away gratis, and that I sold them dear. I told 
them God knows of this, as the books which I 
sold had a fixed price printed on my list. The 
priest Mahkiel desired a Reference Bible gratis, 
as he said he had no money. I said to the per- 
sons present that it was their duty to puchase a 
Bible for the priest, and although I offered to give 
something toward it myself, they were unwilling, 
and that notwithstanding the Bible was offered 
at a very cheap rate. Mualem Butrus said, ‘Is it 
not written in the Gospel, freely ye have received, 
freely give? But I said, Christ spoke that of doc- S 
trine and the conferring of the gift of healing. 
It was not spoken of a boat load of books. 

On Saturday, 81st, I asked permission of the 
Christians to read the Scriptures and pray with 
them on the next day, Sabbath, as their church was 
in a convent at a distance from the town, and they 
did not every week go to it, only on great feast 
and fast days. They agreed with me that they 
would meet me in the house of the priest Makheil, 
and they agreed that they would read the Pat- 
riarch’s letter and its answer by the teachers at 
Koos (or Goos). But the truth is very scarce and 
precious among the Copts. I went to the house 
of Makheil at the time agreed upon, and did not 
find a man. I then went to the various houses 
and asked, ‘Where are the men,” and the children 
told me they had gone to sell barley. I was very 
sorry at the disappointment and at their want of 
truth, and at their thus violating the Sabbath ; 
but the Lord comforted me, and opened a door to 
me with Ibraheem Ibu Kadees, a blind man, but 
one who is enlightened in spirit, and Ispent the : 
Sabbath reading the Bible and speaking to him. 
After sunset, I went rejoicing to the boat, thank- 
ing the Lord.

THE BIBLE IN PALESTINE. 

We clip the following interesting incident from 
a late number of the Friends’ Review. It was 
contained in a statement made at a meeting by a 
Friend who had travelled in the East: 

Our Friend related an incident which occurred 
in Palestine. His company pitched their tents 
near Shunem, and the inhabitants came out to 
see and converse with the strangers. He told 
them that he had a book in which was given the 
particulars of an event that occurred thousands 
of years ago, just at that very spot. They cried, 
“vead it, read it,” and the story of the Shunamite 
woman and her son was read by the interpreter. 
Though they had never heard of it before, yet they 
believed it. They were just as much interested 
and astonished as the Philadelphians would be, 
if a man should come and tell them that he had a 
book which told of what took place thousands of 
years ago, on the yery spot where the city now 
stands, ‘and the citizens believed his story. What 
a sensation it would produce! and just so excited 
were the Mahomedans of Shunem. 

“Give us the book,” they said, “that we may 
read it for ourselves.” 

They gave a Bible to a Sheik who could read, 
and he carefully folded it in his robe and carried 
it away. Very much the same took place at Nain 
and other localities mentioned in the Bible. The 
present Arabic Bible is very difficult to read, but 
a new translation in the dialect and peculiar letters 

_of the Koran is about to be published by the 
American Bible Society,* and in future, any one 
who can read the Koran. can with the same facili- 
ty read the Holy Bible.

As soon as I told him why the books were prohib- 
ited by the clergy, he bought two additional co- 
pies. 

Noy. 25th.—In a Chilian family became ac- 
quainted with an elderly woman whose daughter 
died in Santiago. She said that all the money she 
had was taken by the priests to defray the funeral 
expenses. 

Noy. 26th.—In one of the barracks a sergeant 
shewed me six books which he had bought in the 
depository. He called me his “brother in Christ,” 
and said that he endeayoured to confess the Sa- 
viour before his companions. 

Noy. 27th.—A Chilian who was visiting a house 
where I sold a Bible six years ago, was persuaded 
by the members of the family to ) purchase a Testa- 
ment and Bible. These persons told him that 
the Bible is the best book offered for sale in 
Chili.

THE BIBLE SOCIETY OF FRANCE. 

Tn our last issue we called attention to signs of 
advancement in the Upper Canada Bible Society. 
We are now pleased to notice a forward movement 
in the Bible Society of France. As in the other

One stream through which these issues have 
flowed is made up of auxiliary societies and com- 
mittees in the departments, the activity of pas- 
tors and individuals, and the granting of Testa- 


ments to the young on their joining the church. 


The other outlet is through colporteurs. This 
branch of activity has been increased during the 
past year, from seven to eleven. . Two of these 


: colporteurs are employed in the city of Paris, the 
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other in the rural districts. The result of their 
labours varied according to circumstances, but 
have never been without fruits. The total dis- 
tribution through this channel was 5,451 copies. 

The receipts have also” increased from 36,736 
fr. 50 to 43,289 fr. 65, but of this sum only 8,714 
fr. 34 were gratuitous, the rest being in pay- 
ment for books. 

It is also significant and gratifying to learn 
that a female Bible association has been formed 
at Nimese The ladies constituting this society 
distribute Bibles personally among the working 
classes, the soldiers, and catholics, as well as oth- 
ers. This work has already produced good 
fruits. The parent society at Paris has aided 
them. Experience has taught them that it is 
better to sell the books, though at a reduced price, 
than to give them away, and they speak approy- 
ingly of the course pursued by the Bible wo- 
men in London in allowing payment to be made 
in instalments. It is troublesome, no doubt, but 
the act of calling week after week for the few 
cents or sous, until the whole amount is paid, 
brings the giver and the recipient repeatedly 
face to face to the manifest benefit of both par- 
ties. It tends, says the Budletin, to give perma- 
nence to the good influence extended. by the first 
visit.

RECENT INTELLIGENCE FROM OUR AGENTS. 

The Rey. Isaac Wiiuny, of New HAmMpsHire, 
writes that 2,400 families were visited in his field 
during the month of February. 

Mr. Wiuu1am Gurip, our Agent for Rhode Isl- 
and, was appointed in that capacity in the year 
1854, previous to which, from 1842, he was in the 
service of the Young Men’s Bible Society of Provi- 
dence; and he sends us a brief statement of his 
labours from the earlier of the above mentioned 
dates, 

He has visited 106,948 families; found 8,866 
without the Bible, and supplied 3,357. ~This has 
ali been personal labour. 

The Rey. W. H. Grupnrt, of Conn. and. Wuer- 
ERN Mass., reports the organization of a Bible 
Committee ie Southington, which gives promise 
of much efficiency and success. He also says that 
the Torrington Bible Society held its anniversary 


_ during the month, and that it exhibits a highly 


flourishing condition. The Episcopal rector of 
Wolcottville acts asits president and made a 
very pertinent address at the anniversary. 

‘The Rey. M. W. Starizs, of Eastern New Yorx, 
states that the interest in the churches he has ad- 
dressed is largely increased ; in one the collection 
being more than double.

Rey. J. B. Ricuarpson, our Agent in WESTERN 
New Yorks, addresses the friends of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society in that section, and presents 
some facts deyeloped in its past and pregent bis- 
tory. The present immense circulation of the 
Scriptures by this Society is contrasted with its 
first year’s operations. Then only 6,410 volumes 
were circulated, while during the year previous 
to its last anniversary the number was augmented 
to 1,382,611. And from the date of its organiza- 
tion to the present the whole amount of its issues 
has exceeded 25,500,000. 

Agent Richardson then presents the happy ef- 
fect, obviously produced by this vast cir- 
éulation of the Scriptures, as an argument for 
the more vigorous prosecution of the work, which 
commends itself to the patriot, the philanthro- 
pist, and especially to the Christian. 


The Rev. Joun THompson, of Iyprana, reports 
as the result of his personal efforts for the month, 
the collection of over $1,200; and referring to 
Bible distribution says, that more than 3,300 fam- 
ilies have been visited during the same period. 

We learn from him, that among the speakers at 
the late interesting anniversary of the Indianapolis 
Female Bible Society, was the Rev. Dr. Goodfel- 
low, missionary to South America, who adduced 
some very interesting facts in support of Bible ef- 
fort in that vast region, one of which we yield a

This Agent adds: “An excellent young man, 
Rey. George Froh, who speaks German and Eng- 
lish, is about to canyass the city of Louisville.” 


The Rey. M. N. Apams, of MINNESOTA, says: 
Of1,200 families visited, sixty-one were found des- 
titute; thirty-four were supplied, and twenty- 
seyen refused the Bible on any terms whatever. 


Two of the destitute families were unable to 
read. 
“Our Scandinavian colporteur,’ he further 


writes, ‘‘is the right man in the right place. Of 
109 families visited by him, thirty-nine were des- 
titute, all of whom gladly received the word at his 
hands. A Sabbath school has also been supplied 
by him, and many through his earnest presenta- 
tion of the Cause have become deeply interested 
therein. 

“Infidelity and politico-Romish hatred to the 
word of God sometimes confront us, but only the 
more deeply to impress us with the importance of 
greater devotion to the work of putting an open 
Bible in the hands of every inhabitant of the 
land. 

“On the other hand, we have been cheered with 
kind words, and good wishes, and fervent pray- 
ers, and consistent willing hearts, in our labours; 
and we hope, with the blessing of God, for 
abundant success.” ° 

The Rey. E. A. Boties, of SourH CAROLINA, 
writes: ‘“ At Edisto Island south west of Charles- 
ton County, the Rev. Wm. State Lee has distrib- 
uted seventy-seven yolumes gratuitously out of a 
donation of books from the Parent Society last 
year. He has been pastor of the Presbyterian 
church at Edisto for forty years, and since the 
war has judiciously distributed the Scriptures 
among the freedmen. He is still engaged in this 
work, and is assisted by others on the adjoining 
Islands.” i 

The Rey, W. J. Joycs, of Soura WEsTERN 
Texas, says: “Iam glad to report that the colour- 
ed people are endeavouring to educate themselves. 
In a recent educational address, I attempted to 
set forth the value and necessity of knowledge. 
The audience consisted of both white and coloured, 
a little space dividing them, as in other days. 
Still it was but one congregation. I am grieved 
for the negroes. Deprived of educational influ- 
ences, they are, in many places, driving rapidly to 
the practice of superstitious rites. The Bible ean 
save them; but they must be able to read it.” 


The Rey. J. D. Drtver, of OrEGoN, writing 


from a point in Washington Territory, says: “T 
haye recently received letters from Eastern Ore- 


Pa? 


gon and Idaho, stating that thelast emigration 
brought many persons from the border States, 
and that in some places not one person in ten is 
in possession of the Bible. I am anxious to get 
there, and will go as soon as the snow on the 
mountains will permit.” 

And this Agent adds: “ Our work is constantly 
increasing in interest and growing in public esti- 
mation, so that our Bible meetings are by far the 
largest religious mectings in the country. Pray 
for us that God may continue to bless, and give 
us grace to do this work.”

The Rey. Freperick Burn, of CaLtrorntra, 
writing from San Francisco, on the subject of 
Chinese Colportage, says: “I forward the resolu- 
tion passed by the ministerial union of the Pres- 
byterian church of this city and vicinity, as fol- 
lows: :

AUXILIARIES, , 

Reports from our auxiliaries are coming in from 
all quarters, and our space would scarcely allow us 
the bare mention of the names of all these societies. 
We can only notice one here and there, and, in 
such cases, must make our extracts as condensed 
as practicable. The work is going on. Lifeless 
societies are being resuscitated, new ones formed, 
and the work of canvassing is generally pro- 
secuted, under the guiding hand of our Agents, 
with a commendable degree of vigor. 


Tue Connecticut Braue Society, through Rev. 
Mr. Denton, has been doing a good work in the 
city of Hartford. During this winter, under its 
auspices, in that city, no less than 3,489 families 
have been visited, and of this number 1,197 were 
without the Bible. A large degree of ignorance 
was apparent among these destitute families, In 
362 of them neither of the parents was able to 


read. This destitution was relieved wherever an 


acceptance of the Scriptures could be induced. 
The Crarx County Brstx Socrery, Oxo, com- 

pleted the work of canvassing sometime since, 

with the following result: 892 families were visit- 


ed, forty-seven found destitute, and forty-four 
supplied. Ghildren and other persons to the num- 
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ber of thirty were also supplied, together with six 
Sabbath schools within the bounds of this auxili- 
ary. 


The Cruvton County Brsie Society visited 
735 families, found sixty-five destitute, supplied 
sixty-one, and also supplied thirty-two children 
and other persons, besides three Sabbath schools. 


The Logan County Brste Socrmry has vis- 
ited 482 families, and supplied all of only six- 
teen that were found destitute. Forty-eight chil- 
dren and other persons were also supplied. 


The Lucas County Braue Socrmry, Onto, we 
learn has been at work. Its receipts for the 
year are reported as $1,773 82, and 868 fami- 
lies have been visited. The agents who have ac- 
complished this work, twenty-five in number, are 
all voluntary. Among the families visited, seventy- 
eight were found destitute, fifty-six of whom were 
supplied. Sixty-five children and other persons, 
found destitute, were also supplied; and, besides 
the above work, this society has supplied six Sab- 
bath schools within its bounds. 


The OaxKLAND County BisuE Society, Mrcut- 
GAN, has received for the year $966 40. It has 
visited 510 families, among whom only seventeen 
were found destitute. Twelve of these were sup- 
plied, as were also twenty-one children and other 
persons. 


The Wiynesaco County Brstz Socrery, It- 
Lixors, held its twenty-fourth anniversary, not long 
since, at Rockford. The report of the treasurer 
showed that since the formation of the society its 
receipts were almost $23,000, and for the last year 
of its operations they amounted to something over 
$1,800. Nearly $1,600 were paid into the treas- 
ury of the Parent Society by this auxiliary dur- 
ing its last year. A number of brief but earnest 
addresses were made on the occasion. 


The county agent, Rev. H. J. Cooke, advocated 
the claims of the Bible cause in an earnest and im- 
pressive manner, in view of its two-fold aim, viz: 

The first is to provide the Scriptures in the vari- 
ous languages and dialects of the world. This 
stupendous work would not and could not be 
done by private enterprise. 

The second great object of the American Bible 
Society and its auxiliaries is to place the Scrip- 
tures in the hands of the people, even the poorest 
and most destitute, which could be done in no 
other way, so generally and so effectually. 


The Hannan Brste Society, Muissourt, 
though receiving but a small amount into its 
treasury, has been actively engaged. 

Through the agency of this society, within the 
year, 845 families were visited; 148 were without 
the Bible, and ninety-nine were supplied. Six 


Sabbath schools within the bounds of this society 


were also supplied with the Scriptures. 


THE MILWAUKEE COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, 
WISCONSIN. 


The anniversary of this society was held at Mil- 
waukee in March; and its report, speaking of 
that city, says: 

“During the past three years the canvassing of 
this city has been done by ladies; and, under their 
auspices, within the past year, families and sa- 
loons haye been visited to the number of 4,382, of 
which 1,802 were Catholic, and 935 were without 
the Scriptures.” 

Then, after dwelling upon the good these visits . 
have accomplished, and urging ladies everywhere 
to associate for the same blessed purpose, the re- 
port concludes with this paragraph : 

The Milwaukee County Bible Society is but a 
small rivulet of a mighty stream. The Parent So- 
ciety has the world for its field. Wisconsin fur- 
nishes to it eighty auxiliary societies, and 335 
branch societies. Their remittances to the Parent 
Society the past year were $18,298, and yet the 
Parent Society sent to the State in the same time 
Bibles to the amount of $25,189. The Fond du 
Lac County Society does nearly as much for the 
Cause as the Milwaukee County Society, and the 
Racine County Society comes nearer to us in 
amount, and both perhaps sometimes eclipse us. 
The whole receipts of the American Bible Society 
during 1869, were $731,734 78, of which there 
were from sales, $431,218 95; from legacies, 
$88,161 25; from contributions, $179,832 24; and 
from rents in the Bible House, 32,527 31. Its 
books printed last year at the Bible House were 
1,081,820 volumes, in foreign lands, 261,982 yvol- 
umes; a total of 1,343,862 volumes; and its entire 
number of volumes issued during the fifty-three 
years of its history is 25,241,781 volumes. The 
Milwaukee County Bible Society, though small in 
itself, may well be thankful that it belongs to so 
great and good an enterprise. 

To at EEO RAAT AST 
THE YOUNG MEN’S BIBLE SOCIETY OF CINCIN- 
NATI. 


Its anniversary, lately held, shewed the re- 
ceipts of the year to be $7,200. In the work of 
distribution, it was reported that 5,806 families 
had been visited, and that 2,362 of that number 
were without the Bible. Many of these destitute 
fafnilies were supplied, and all were offered the 
word of Life, A large number of Roman Catholics 
were met with, who would neither buy the Bible, 
nor receive it as a gift. 

The committee on distribution of this society, 
say: 

From the monthly report of Mr. Nunn, it is 
evident that the old spirit of opposition to an 
open Bible is still at work, and exercises a power- 


| ful influence, but for which many more would 


gladly have supplied themselves. This influence 
is also seen in the spirit of open hostility that is 
often manifested, evidently shewing that those 
under its control have been taught to look upon 
the Bible as published by the American Bible 
Society as a heretical book. The same power that 
has proscribed its use in the public school, with 
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an authority which its votaries dare not to ques- 
tion, has placed its seal of condemnation upon it. 

Never during the history of our city has the 
call to the friends of the Bible been so loud to 
stand shoulder to shoulder and enter more ear- 
nestly upon the work of Bible circulation, 

During the past few months the Bible has been 
brought before the bar of justice in this city and 
tried like a criminal, and the public treasury has 
paid a large sum for the prosecution. Thank 
God this thing has not been done in a corner; 
the press has sounded the alarm, and what has 
been done in Cincinnati is pointed to all over the 
country, and is what we may expect at all times 
from the combined forces of Romanism and Infi- 
delity. 

The gauntlet has been thrown in our teeth. 
Shall we accept the challenge, and gird ourselves 
for the conflict ?

THE SOUTH WESTERN BIBLE SOCIETY, LA. 

In addition to our notice of this society in the 
February number, we make room for the following 
from its annual report : 

This society, as a new organization, dates from 
1850 ; but antecedently, there was a Bible society 
in this city, which attained to half a score of years 
of existence—and in fact, antecedently to the so- 
ciety just mentioned—there was organized on the 
29th of March, 1813, a society called “ The Louis- 
iana Bible Society,” whose history rests with one 
sole survivor, perhaps, of that time, ALFRED Hun- 
NEN, Esq. 

To the above extract a note is appended, that 
Mr. Hennen, just one month from the day of the 
anniversary mecting, on the platform of which he 
sat, departed this life at the age of eighty-four 
years. 

The report also gives a brief sketch of the origin 
and formation of the society ; also of the formation 
of its predecessor, the New Orleans and La Fayette 
Bible Society. In the organization of that society 
the following resolutions were offered, and, after 
being ably discussed, were warmly and unani- 
mously adopted: 

Resolved, That the distribution of the Bible is 
eminently calculated to disseminate just notions 
of ciyil liberty, and therefore commended to the 
earnest consideration of patriotism and philan- 
thropy. 

Resolved, As united effort in a good cause is 
almost irresistible, the friends of the Bible in this 
city will, with one heart and one mind, exert 
themselyes to give the Bible to all within their 
knowledge, destitute of that sacred treasure. 

We have not space to give all that the report 
contains under this head. Suffice it to say, that 
it gives evidence that much good has been ac- 
complished. It then adds: 

The review thus briefly sketched is full of les- 
sons of Christian charity—of gratifying memorials 
of the union of benevolent effort, and of worship 
and prayer to God, where sects were forgotten. 
_ Speaking further, it says: é 
From year to year, the work begun in 1841,

and renewed in 1850, has proceeded with only a 
partial interruption during the war, till the swum 
of it, even now, has all the elements of grandeur 
about it—nay,. of a higher estimation still, that of 
the good will of a Christian people and the mani- 
fest favour of God. Space fails, at this time, to 
recount the facts of the society's work during 
twenty years—of the erection of a Bible House in 
1854; the second on this Continent and the third 
in’ the world—and of the steady enlargement of 
the society’s operations to this date, 

A brief detail of the work of this auxiliary dur- 
ing its last year shews its receipts to have been 
over $20,000; while through its agency 30,000 
families were visited.

WESTCHESTER COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, N. Y. 


This society was formed prior to the Parent 
Society. It was in fact one of the thirty-five soci- 
eties that united in organizing the Parent Institu- 
tion. Every year this auxiliary gives a good 
account of itself. Its last annual report is before 
us, and in it we discover evidences of increased 
vitality. With two exceptions only, the report 
says, viz.: The Pennsylvania and New Hampshire 
Bible societies, it has donated more to the Parent 
Society than any other of its numerous auxiliaries. 
Despite this activity, however, the managers of 
the Westchester County Bible Society are not con- 
tented with the result of their operations. They 
evince the spirit of progress, and exhort their sup- 
porters to greater zeal in the active work of the 
society, and toa more liberal giving of their 
means. This society is thoroughly organized in 
all the principal towns of the county, and thus it 
is that it has earned such an enyiable record. But 
cheering as its record is, we trust the aims of its 
managers to enlarge the results of their labours 
may be signally successful. 

Organization, be it remembered, is the grand 
lever of success.

Eight new auxiliaries were recognized; one in 
each of the States of New York, Pennsylvania, 
and Texas, three in Arkansas, and two in Geor- 
gia.
